One night a 
policeman came into our Wych Street 
Depot, bringing with him a jn<iii and 
a woman — they were both very clean 
ftnd apparently r=ri;uciible — and ab- 
solutely destitute. The ivomsn was in 
a curious prediennienti. She hwd a 
■^csdfcii I«et> -"nd samclioTv tho strapa 
which fastened it had broken, so the 
noliceman hrought h?r to our Depot in 
order to get some string with which to 
make the wooden member secure. 
They got both string and soup. 

We were told of another couple who 
had been reduced to terrible straits. 
Owing to the demolition ot the build- 
ing in which they lived they had been 
rendered homeless, as thsy had not 
been able to get another room suffi- 
ciently cheap. When they went out 
into the street homeless and penniless 
the old !ndy took with her soap, 
towels, and her comb; also her hus- 
band's clean eollars and 1"= shying 
GutSt. And in the cold, grey dawn. 
when few people were about, the old 
. pair would indulge in personal clean- 
liness and perform their ablutions nt 
a liOi se-irough on thft Thame; lirn- 
bsfihsnc-n*. Surely cleanliness was 
nave* practised under more discourag- 
ing condHion=l ... 

Each night from 100 to 150 of the 
poorest oi th& paopte — tho care with

Tliis is a work of tho most 
dsservinR character, and inony a man 
has been soi;ed for time and eternity 
by the timely aid of a. fcaoiii ui soup 
and words of kindly advice. 
Helen's Story. 

The women-officers who at midnight 
mingle with tbc' unfortunates, and 
seek by loving words aiiil iri^ndly 
warnings to wean theni from their 
evil courses, 'see many sad sights of 
human poverty and pathos. One 
uight, the officers, when pattolling the 
purlieus of Piccadilly, where gilded 
vic8 flaunts itself, earne across a very 
sad case. It was that of a young girl 
about ai^te^n. She was ragged and 
thoroughly ill, and the story she told 
the officers when comfortably housed 
at the midnight KeBCue Post was sub- 
stantially as follows: — 

She was born in d little Dc"3shire 
village. wiipTc she lived iwiib her 
father, her mother haying died when 
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Homeless by Night for the First Timo. 
she was quite small. Whan .ehc 
leached young womanhood her father 
died, also, and H-jlen wn? leit alone 
in the world. She eame into posse?- 
sion of a Email sum of money, and 
went- io live with a neighbor. Then- 
it became borne in unon he*, that she 
must support herself, and, like many 
simple people, thought the best place 
for her io go to was London. 

When she got to the great citv she 
found no one would cake her without 
a reference, and she iived in lodgings 
until her money was all spent. Then 
she was heartlessly tarncd into Uib 
streets, inhere she wandorcd friendless 
and homeless, quite ignorant oi the 
pitfalls rind snares that await the feet 
of the unwary in the brilliantly-ligbt- 
ed and .bustling streets of the merit 

For an entire foruiight Helen wan- 
dered wearily about the streets willi- 
out a jjlace in which to sleep, or n 
home to where she could pn, Ho\? 
she managed to keep alive during that 
terrible time she? knows uot, but when 
the officers met her, aa we have ul- 
ready said, she was exhausted and ill. 
and her ciotfies were ragged and dirty. 

Worse than Death, 

Tho officers gave her food and put 
her to bed, then next day she was 
taken- to s. Rescue Home, from which, 
yi'hen she was fully restored to health, 
she was sent into 2. good situation, 
thankful to Rod pnd the Salvation 
Army that she had been saved from a 
fate worse than death.

Street has accommodation for close on 
aoo women who are destitute by night- 
It io nearly always crowded, and 
sometimes when the old women go to 
Covcnt- Garden Market at one, two, or 
three o'clock in the morning in order 
to shell peas or walnuts, or do some 
such work, there are other old women 
waiting outside to occupy the vacated 
bunks. 

In tho Women's Shelter. 

A pathetic aspect of this work is 
that of tha distressed working women 
who eorae to stay with us for a, few 
days while their husbands search far 
work,, their homes having been sold 
up. A nsctSipr and daughter oi this 
class were with us for a week recent- 
ly. They had tramped up from the 
country, bringing a sewing machine 
and some small family belongings 
with them— the home had been sold 
up — hut these, the tools they used to 
earn their living when the father was 
out of work, they carried with them. 
The poor mother fainted away when 
she was inside the hall, but after a 
few days she and her daughter went 
on 1o join her husband and son, as 
the latter wrote saying he had at last 
Uie prospect, of work! 

But not all the poverty and pathos 
of a great city arc to be seen by the 
glaring light of the street iomps. Be- 
hind the window curtains in Buhurhan 
thoroughfares thcro are sights of 
poverty and ouSeiing witnessed by 
our District Surees that would move 
the most storiy heart;. It is had 
enough when the wolf of hunger grap- 
ples with the strong man, but when 
women and tender eliitdren are 
gripped by the pangs of starvation it 
is ten times more pitiable.

Wa uirj got together these Ihcis 
lor 'cue leaders in order to show the 
great- poverty that exists, and hoir the 
Salvation Army is making efforts to 
reiiave the misery. Help is urgently 
needed. We could do much more if 
v,e iiad the money.
